NOTES FOR A LIFE OF THE AUTHOR 

Shaikh Abu’l Fazl was bom on 6th Muharram, 4)58, at 
Agra He was the son of the well-known mystic of Mahdawi 
leanings, Shaikh Mubarak, and the persecution to which his 
father was subjected by the Ulamas contributed in no small 
degree towards the hatred of religious intolerance which 
characterized the young man Abu’l Fazl, was introduced to 
Court in 081 by his brother Fafzi, whose poems had attracted 
the notice of Akbar The reception he received was so favour- 
able that ho soon gave up all thoughts of leading the life of a' 
recluse, to which he had long been attracted He soon 
became the leader of a Court party which regarded with 
disfa\onr tho spiteful wranghngs of orthodox divines, and 
at length promulgated tho view that the Emperor qyght to 
bo the supreme guide through the disputes of tho Church as 
well as of tho State In Rajab 987 was issued the remarkable 
document by which the whole body of learned men and 
ecclesiastical lawyers bound themselves to submit to the 
Emperor’s will in matters of religion This marked the 
triumph of the brothers Abu’l Fazl and Faizi, who from " 
henceforth enjoyed the unstinted confidence ot Akbar In 
1000, Abu’l Fazl was made a commander of two thousand 
hone, thus becoming one of the great Amirs of the Courf 
Four j ears later, Tam died, "to the abiding gnef of his brother 
and of the Emperor In tho following jear, 1005-G, Abu’l 
Fazl had hi3 firet experience of active service He was 
despatched to tho Deccan, where his honesty and loyalty 
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contrasted strongly ruth the general spirit of military admin- 
istration in that quarter. From 100G to 1011 he c^ducted 
operations with vigour and success from his hea^ uartcrs 
on the Godavari. Unfortunately, he excited the jfalonsy of 
Prince Salim, who suspected him, quite groundl^J' °f 
prejudicing the mind of the Emperor against the heir-ftPP®*® 51 ** 
On 4th Rabi 1, 1011, 1 Abu’l Fad was assassinated by Rajah 
Pir Singh,. a Bundela chief, with the connivance Salim. 
When \he news of the murder came to court, no one bad the 
Courage to break it to the Emperor ; but when at U n gth he 
discovered it, be would see no one for several days* When 
ho knew ell the circumstances he gave way to bitt cr G 1 ^* 
And recited the verse— 

‘‘Sly Shaikh in his teal hastened to meet me, 

IIo wished to kiss my feet, and gavo up his life "

But it could not be from self- 
praise that I havo proposed to carry out so great an enterprise 
—a work which would be difficult even for angels ; for such 
a motive would reveal my inability and shortsightedness. 
My one aim in writing this work was first, to give those who

Poor, abstemious people take enough food and clothing to 
maintain the strength necessary for the acquisition of learning, 
and to protect them against heat and cold ; while other classes 
think they have sufficient when they fill their treasuries, 
collect armies, and otherwise increase their power.”

“As the successful working of the mint increases the treasure, 
and is the source of despatch in every department, a few details 
shall be mentioned Dwellera m town and countiy perform 
their business according to their desire by means of money, 
and every pne uses it to the measure of his necessities He 
who is tree from worldly desires uses it to sustain hi3 life , 
the man whose heart is bound considers it the goal of his 
ambitions The wants of all are satisfied by it The wise 
man considers it the fountain of the ful fi lment of worldly and 
religious desires It is necessary for the preservation of the 
human race, since through money men obtain f dod and clothing 
You may indeed gam these two by undergoing some pain. a9 
sowing, pasturing, reaping, cleaning, kneading, cooking, 
twisting, .ajnntung, weaving, etc But these cannot well be 
performed without assistance, lor the strength of a single man 
is not sufficient, and to perform them continuously would be 
difficult, if not impossible Further, man requires a dwelling, 
for keeping his provisions, which he calls his abode, whether it 
be tent or cave The continuity of man’s existence depends 
upon five things father, mother, children, servants, food 
All require the last Moreover, since furniture and utensils 
are destroyed, and w no case last very long, money becomes 
necessary Money indeed does last long, on account of the 
strength and compactness of its material , and a little of it 
may produce 'much Moreover, without it travelling would 
be impossible For how difficult would it be to carry food for 
several days, to say nothing of years or months ' 

* By the goodness of God thi3 goodly metal has come and 
has arrived on the shore of existence, and without the pain 
of man has filled the store of life By means of gold, man 
carries out noble plana, and even performs diune worship in 
a fitting manner Gold has valuable qualities, such as softness. 
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plea3?nt taste and agreeable smell Its component parts 1 
are nearly equal in weight, and signs of each one of the four 
elements may be detected in its four properties It3 colour 
is reminiscent of fire, its purity of air, its softness of water, 
its heaviness of earth Hence gold possesses many life giving 
emanations Nor can any o! the four elements suffice to injure

assisted Todarmal in the work- of reorganizing the revenue 
department He died of fever in 997 One of Attar's 
most intimate associates, he placed his mechanical skill at the 
service of the emperor, to whose credit have been placed 
several inventions which were actually due to the ingenuity

Page 85, fire 3. — [The original runs somewhat as follows] : — 
‘‘Prose books, poetical books, Hindi, Persian, Greek, 
Kashmiri, Jtrabic, are all separately placed, and are inspected 
in this order. Experienced people bring them daily and read 
them before the Emperor, who beam every book right through. 
At whatever page the readers stop each day, the Emperor 
makes reign with his own pen, according to the number of the 
pages read, and rewards the readere with presents of cash, 
either in gold or silver, according to the number of leaves they 
have read. Among books of renown there are few that are 
not read in the Emperor’s assembly-hall ; there are no historical 
facta of past time, or curiosities of science, or interesting points 
of philosophy* with which the Emperor, a leader of impartial 
eagea, is unacquainted. He does pot become weary of hearing 
a book over again, bnt listens to the reading of it with more 
interest. The Akhlaq-i-Nafiri, the Kimiya-i-Sa’adat, the 
, Qabnsnamah, Jhe works of Skaraf of Munair, the Gulistau, 
the Hadiqah of Hakim Sanai, the Uasnawi of Jla'nawi, the 
Jam i Jam, the Bostan, the Shahnamah, the collected Masna- 
wis of Shaikh Nizami, the works of Khusrau and ilaulana 
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Jaicv, the Diwans oi Ehaqani, Anwati, and several works 
oa hisfoiy, are continually read oat to the Emperor. Philo- 
logists are constantly engaged in translating Hindi* Greek, 
Arabic and Persian books into other languages. Thus, ft part 
o{ the Zakh i Jadid i Jlirrai was translated under the super- 
intendence oi Amir Fathnllab of Shiraz ; and also tho Kishn- 
joshi, the Gsngadhar, theMahesh Mahanand,' from Hindi into 
Persian, according to the interpretation of the ^«tho| of this 
book. The Mahabharat, .which belongs to tHe ancient books 
of Hindustan has also been translated from Hindi into Persian 
under the directions op&^rlfTxhan, Mftulana 'Abdul Qadir of 
Badaon, and Shaikh Sultan of Thanesar. The book contains 
nearly 100,000 verses. The Emperor calls this ancient history 
the Book of the Ware. Similarly the learncd.men translated 
into Persian the Bamayana, likewise a book of ancient Hindu- 
stan. which contains the life of Bara Chandra, but is full of 
interesting points of philosophy. ITaji Ibrahim 4 ^! Sirhind 
translated into Persian the Atharban, which, according to tho 
Hindus, is one of the four Divine books. The Lilawati, which 
is one of the most excellent works written by Indian mathe- 
maticians on Arithmetic, lost its Hindu veil, and received a 
Persian dress from the hands of my elder brother, Shaikh 
'Abdul Fau-i'Faizi. At the Emperor’s command, hlukaiumal 
Khan of Cluj tat translated into Persian the Tajak, a famous 
work on Astronomy. The Memoirs of Babur, the Conqueror 
of the world, which may be called a cods of practical wisdom, 
have been translated from Turkish into Persian by Mirra 
Abdurrahim Khan, the present Commandcr-in-Chie£. The 
>. history of Kashmir, which extends over the last 4000 years, 
bos been translated from Kashmiri into Persian by M&ulana 
Shah Muhammed of Sbahabsd. The Mu’ jam ul Buldan, an 
excellent geographical work, has been translated from Arabia 
into Persian by several Arabic scholars, as JlulJa Ahmad of

(II.) The Muster of Men. 

" The business which the Emperor gets through every day 
is most multifarious, and I shall only describe such affairs as 
continually recur. A large number of men are introduced on 
these days for which an Assembly of Expenditure has been 
announced. Their merits are examined, wspf the* coin of 
wisdom passes from hand to hand. Some take a burden from’ 
their hearts by expressing a-vrish to be enrolled among the 
members of the Divine Faith ; others want medicines for their 
diseases. Some pray the Emperor to remove a religious doubt ; 
'Others again seek his advice for settling a worldly matter. 
Such requests are innumerable, and I shall confine myself 
to the most urgent; cases. The salaries of a large number of 
men, from Turan and Iran, Turkey and Europe, Huylustan and 
Kashmir, are fixed by proper officers in the manner described 
below, and the men are taken by the paymasters before the 
Emperor. Formerly it was the custom to come with a horse 
and accoutrements, but now only men appointed to the post 
of Ahadi bring a horse. The salary as proposed by the officers 
who bring them is then increased or decreased. Generally 
it is increased, for the market of the Emperor’s liberality is 
never dull. The number of men brought before him depends 
on the number of men available. On Monday are mustered 
all such horsemen as were left from the previous week. In 
order to increase the army and the zeal of the officers, the 
Emperor gives two dams for every horseman to the man who 
brings him.” 

In the same manner, several writers introduce Buch as are 
fit to be ahadis. The Emperor in this case always increases 
the stipulated salary. As it is not customary for ever y^ahadi 
to buy his own horse, the Emperor has ordered that when an 
ahadi has recently died, his horses are to be brought to the
